A ccUapslbla rack for tomato plants, 
bushes and vlnea can be made of plas- 
tering lath (Chestnut lath preferred^. 
Fig. 1 shows u complete rack put to- 
gether and ready for use. Fig. 2 
sbows a collapsed half rack ready to 
store away. 

To make the racks, cut cross-bars 
16 Inches long of lath, and nail them 
to the uprights with threepenny 
nails, using only one nail at each joint 
so that the rack will fold. The s«c- 
tio:is are fastened together, says Farm 
and Fireside, with wirv roiis 1-1 inches 
long, the ends of which are bent to fit 
Into screw-eyes in the rack.

It la not 
aa uniform In breeding as tbe slz- 
rowed barley. The atraw ia frail and 
lodges easily, thereby Injuring the 
quality of tba graUk aad radaelag the 
yield. 

Barley is a shallow feeder, its roots 

growing near the surface of the soil. 
It does not feed so extensively as oats 
or wheat, there fore it requires a well 
subdued, mellow, rich aoil with fertil- 
ity near the surface. No crop responds 
more readily to good tillage and the 
prudent 'farmer soon finds that It will 
amply repay him to put extra culti- 
vation with disk and fine tooth harrow 
upon the land in preparing a good 
mellow seed bed. It is useless to try 
to grow barley upoa poor sandy laads 
or worn oat soils, aatthar dsas It do 
well on groaad thatfhaa bass aawly 
cleared, or iriMia tha laad ia ta paos 
tilth or net waD dralaed.

HutehtoeoB of th« iepaitaseat ot as> 
rlcttlturo says that vhea iMUMue ia 
BO apread out that It n^USj Mas oat 
fliea will not .aae It as a place In 
which to deposit egga. Tke depart- 
ment recommonda that maaare be 
scattered on the fields and thus be 
rapidly dried out This Is even more 
etrective than treating It in boxea witii 
borax, iron aulphate or parla green. 

To prevent flies from breedmg In 
stable manure aereral procedures are 
advlaed. Some of these are. 

Prompt removal. !Yom fly to fly — 
through egg, larva andSupa, the atagea 
when the Insect must atay fan one 
place — variea at dilteient aeaaona ol 
the year. In the hotteat weather It la 
never less than ten daya. Therefoy, 
It the manure bins are emptied once a 
week the flies will not reach matur- 
ity In the vicinity where the egga are 
laid. 

Screeolns of manure bins. This Is 
even a more diil'.c ilt procedure than 
screening a houiiu against flies. The 
female fly, ready to lay, will try hard- 
er to reach a good laying place 
than fliea do to reach a good feeding 
place. Neverthelesa it can be accom- 
plished. 

The larvae can be killed according 
to the method of Forbes. A barrel 
of a solution of sulphate of iron, tuo 
pounds to the gallon, is kept in tin- 
stable. Each day some uf this solu- 
tion la sprinkled in the maiiLire box 
and on the floor where the droppings 
fall. The coat la about a cent a horse 
a day. The manure ia not harmed 
The stable Is deodorised.
